Tuns wrote the Apostle Paul to the Saints in Rome. We have quoted his 
words as a foundation upon which to present a few reflections upon a very 
popular, though much migunderstood, doctrine. Justification by faith is, no 
dotbt, a correct principle; but the prevalent idea that a man is justified by 
‘Belfef and saved by grace because he believes that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
Ad. we cannot accept, simply because we believe in the Seriptures prefer: 
king them to the vain doctrines of men. In the first place, faith is not sim- 
ply belief: it is a principle of power. Christ accomplished His miracles by 
faith, and He instructed His disciples, at the time they failed to cast out a 
dev l, which He afterwards cast out; and when they asked Him why they 
‘could not, replied; 

Because of your unbelief: for verily I say unto you, If ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye shall ss unto this mountain, Remove hence to yonder place; and it 
“shall remove; and nothing be impossible unto you. Howbeit this kind goeth not 
out bat prayer and fasting” (Matt. xvii, 20, 21).
